44 HOURS? 
What? Which? 


For over fifteen years the employing printers of St. Louis have operated 
their plants on contracts based on an eight-hour day. For the same period 
of time go per cent of the employers have availed themselves of the priv- 
ilege offered under these contracts to give only four hours’ employment 
on. Saturday, for which shortening of that day they deducted four hours’ 
pay. In other words, the employers inaugurated the 44-hour week, with 
44 hours’ pay. This method of operation, so initiated by the employers, 
was accepted by the printing trades unions and has been the almost un1- 
versal practice since 1906. , 

Two years ago the Printers’ League of America (of which the St. Louis em- 
ployers are Branch No. 10) entered into an agreement with the Printing 
Trades Unions to permanently enact into the law of the trade the 44-hour 
week, to become effective May 1, 1921. It was also agreed that there should 
be no reduction in the weekly wage by reason of the reduction in hours. 
This agreement received the widest publicity in the industry. The St. 
Louis employers who are members of the Printers’ League were well aware 
of it. They raised no protest. They did not repudiate it. It was their own 
custom, so why should they? , 
Six months ago, as a result of fair arbitration, the wage schle was fixed at 
g2%4c per hour—$44.52 for a forty-eight-hour week. By reason of the em- 
ployers’ custom of working only 44 hours per week, our members were thus 
enabled to earn $40.81 per week. Under the terms of the agreement with the 
Printers’ League of America (of which the St. Louis employers are Branch 
No. ro) automatically they should have received $44.52 per week of 44 hours. 
As the time drew near for making the said agreement effective, the St. Louis 
printers, members of the Printers’ League who, by their own custom had for 
fifteen years indulged in this practice, refused to agree to its provisions on 
the ground that the Printers’ League of America was without authority to 
bind them. All efforts to adjust the matter failed. They refused to be 
bound by the act of theif agent, the Printers’ League of America, though 
it is an accepted principle of law that the principal is bound by the acts of 
lits agent. 
The invariable reply to our letters suggesting a conference for the purpose 
of negotiating a scale of wages was that “we will not discuss any propo- 
sition except it is based on the 48-hour week.” Arbitration of the wage to be 
paid was also refused by the employers, members of the Printers’ League. 
Having exhausted every honorable effort to negotiate with the Printera’ 
League group, we took up negotiations with employers independent of any 
association. These employers, believing that they were morally bound to 
make permanent the 44-hour week, readily agreed to do so. They petitioned 
is, however, to continue the present wage, so that there would be no in- 
crease in the cost of printing. Realizing that the buyer of printing had 
rights which we were bound to consider, our union agreed to continue on 
the same hourly basis ‘or the customary 44 hours, thus enabling the em- 
ploye to continue to earn $40.81. 
To this arrangement 125 shops have agreed and are now operating at full 
capacity. 
The Printers’ League group in the meantime discarded its affiliation with 
the Printers’ League of America and has become known as the Employing 
Printers of St. Louis, in the belief that by that method they could also dis- 
card their obligation to make the 44-hour week effective. 
They locked out their employes and declared their intention to work on the 
48-hour basis. (It should be borne in mind that operation on the 48-hour 
basis does not guarantee 48 hours pay nor 48 hours’ work.) The public 
should understand that we do not refuse to work more than four hours on 
Saturday where the needs of the employer require. We will work 48 hours 
per week if necessary, the last four hours to be at the same compensation as 
that paid tor time in excess of eight hours on any one other day in the week, 
1. €., price and’ one-half. 
Finding their former employes insistent on making permanent the custom 
the employers themselves inaugurated for the Saturday half holiday, they 
again shifted their position by discarding the 48-hour week as an issue with 
their employes and declaring for the so-called open shop. With this latter 
position a part of their group refused to go along. 
So that there are three groups of employers to attempt to satisfy: 

1. The 44-hour week group 2. The 48-hour week group.

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With the so-called open-shop group we will not co-operate, for the open 
shop isamyth. A shop is either union or non-union. It cannot successfully 
operate on a mixed basis 

The attempts on the part of some of the so-called open-shop group to bribe 
their employes to desert their organization has failed. Hence workmen who 
are unafhliated with the union are being brought into the city from distant 
points to take the places of our home owners and citizens. These imported 
workmen are being paid $60 per week for 48 hours. St. Louis home owners 
and citizens who have helped to build up the business of the employers now 
opposing them are asking the same rate as heretofore: $40.81 for 44 hours, 
or, if a 48-hour week is to be worked, $46.37. The employers, however, 
prefer to bring in outside inferior workmen and pay them $60 a week. 

In the face of these latter facts, are the employers sincere when they say in 
their advertisement: “With the entire business world looking toward the 
re-establishing of normal prices, we believe we are acting unselfishly and for 
the generally desired end by doing all in our power to prevent a further 
increase in the cost of printing for our customers.” 

Who will pay the cost of bringing in workmen at fancy prices? The cus- 
tomer, of course. Items like this go into the overhead cost, which is charged 
on each job. . 

The 125 shops now operating on a 44-hour week basis are operating at no in- 
creased cost in their labor; they have the skilled workmen whose years of ex- 
perience fits them to serve you quality printing at a minimum cost. They 
are acting unselfishly for the desired end, to keep down the cost, and not the 
employer who imports inferior labor at a wage 33's per cent over that paid 
a skilled workman. Figure it out yourself. Patronize the 44-hour week 
shop if you want to avojd a raise in price.
